FIELD MARKER 
TO BE NOTED 


Members 
of 
the 
American 
Legion, Company K of the North- 
South Shoot and' the Civil War 
Round Table will meet Thursday 
evening at 5 o’clock on E. Cav­ 
alry field to mark the 75th anni­ 
versary of the placing of a m arker 
commorating one of the nation’s 
greatest cavalry victories. 
Final plans for the observance 
were completed over the weekend. 
The m arker, erected October 15, 
1884. when 500 cavalrymen came 
from throughout the U. S. to mark 
the placing of the 27-foot high 
granite monument, honors the de­ 
feat of 6.000 Confederate cavalry­ 
men by 3,(HIO Union horsemen on 
the afternoon of July 3, 1863. 
No Boasting In Granite 
The U. S. cavalry had suffered 
defeat after defeat from 1861 to 
1863. before winning their first 
victory at 
Brandy Station less 
than a month before the Battle of 
Gettysburg. There they had an 
elem ent of surprise in their favor. 
They proved that the U. S. cav­ 
alry had come of age at Gettys- of Mr. and Mrs. John T. Hull. 
burg. They decisively defeated the Littlestown R 2. Rev. Leo Kricht- 
Confederates 
although 
o u tn u m -en 
performed 
the 
double-ling 
l>ered and fighting in a field se­ 
lected to a large extent by the 
Confederates. 
While aware that they had won 
a great victory, the Union cav­ 
alrymen did not boast on their 
monument. 
It 
states, 
plainly 
“This shaft marks the field of 
the 
engagement 
between 
the 
Union 
cavalry 
commanded 
by 
Brig. Gen. D. McM. Gregg and 
the 
Confederate 
cavalry 
com­

word on the m arker as to which 
side won. 
Never More Brilliant 
But General Gregg, a resident 
of Reading, on the day of dedica­ 
tion 75 years ago, told his group: 
“ All will agree, they never fought 
on a fairer field.

He knew he was 
possessor of a great voice, and 
he was determined to share it with 
the world. 
He could have sold anything, so 
enthusiastic was he. But he didn’t 
have to sell his voice. All he had 
to do was open his mouth with a 
glass-shattering 
note, 
and

ducers agreed that his voice was 
a gift of God. 
Mario was wheeling freely in 


his early MGM days. He sang for 
parties and benefits; 
he loved 
having people discover his voice 
for the first time.

pleased. His language was tinged 
with the explicit words of Phila­ 
delphia streets and Army bar­ 
racks, and this caused pain for 
his leading ladies, Kathryn Gray­ 
son and Ann Blyth. But no one 
could discipline Mario. His animal 
spirits were high, and so was his 
popularity. 
Lanza hit his zenith with “The 
G reat Caruso.” It was a trem en­ 
dous success, breaking all records 
at the Radio City Music Hall. 
Started Feuding 
Then what happened to him?

knows. 
Mario 
fought all his life to get to the 
top, and when he got there he 
didn't know what to do with him­ 
self. 
He started feuding with the 
studio. He was assigned ah Army 
picture, “ Because You’re Mine.” 
Mario refused, arguing that the 
public was sick of war. He finally 
agreed to the film. It was a flop.

Steelers, teams he once owned 
and coached. 
Hee was pronounced dead IO 
minutes later in University Has 
pital, a stone’s throw from Frank­ 
lin Field where thousands once 
cheered him as Penn football cap­ 
tain. 
Boosted Pre Football 
Around the league, owners and 
coaches paid homage to the man 
under whose guidance the league 
prospered beyond anyone’s wild­ 
est dreams. Professional football 
under Bell became respected as a 
m ajor sport. 
George Ballas, a pioneer of the 
pro game, probably summed up 
best the feeling of his colleagues 
when he commented; 
“ Bell was a great leader, a 
genius in fact. 
“ All his contributions to pro 
football will never be forgotten. 
He brought pro football to its pre­ 
sent heights and we will all miss 
him.” 
Had Previous Attack 
Bell’s three children, Bort Jr., 
23; Upton, 21, and Jane, 17, were 
with their father when he died.
